Michael Pachiouros, charged with the 


murder of John Geimanakos, which oc- 
jurred in a tenement house at 5 Brooks 
street on the night of March 16, was 
arraigned before JuiJge Hadley at the 
session of the police court this morning. 
Bennett Sllverblatt Appeared 
for the 


defendant, while Assistant District At- 
torney Wier was the prosecuting officer. 


The first witness called was Medical 


Examiner J V Melgs 
He 
testified 


that on Friday, March 17. he examined 
the body of John Gernianakos and 
found two bullet-wounds,--one -in-the 
abdominal wail and the other between 
the 7th and 6th rib. 
One-bullet pene- 


trated the skin and made sis wounds 
n the smalt Intestine and entered the 
eft 
kldnes 
Death 
was 
due to a 


hemorrhage 
caused 
by 
the 
bullet 


wounds 
The dortor testified to the 


effect that he saw--the-body of the de- 
ceased at the Lowell hospital-and the 
wounds • were from 38 calibre : bullets. 
The deceased might have been r:stan<Jr 
ing, or on his knees when he was shot
